U. S. Vanguard Chief 


Suspects Difficulty

WASHINGTON ort - V anguard 
chief John P. Hagen said today 
the Russians probably have run 
Into difficulties trying to shoot a 
new Sputnik into orbit around the 
earth. 
At the same time, Dr. Hagen 
cautioned that the next attempt­ 
ed launching of a Vanguard rock­ 
et still may not result in placing 
a U.S. satellite in space. 
If the Am erican baby moon docs 
•tay up, he said, it will be mainly 
as a byproduct of a test firing of 
the com plete three-stage 
rocket 
planned for use in firing aloft a 
fully-instrum ented satellite n e x t 
M arch. 
Hagen com m ented as 
b e l i e f 
spread that R ussia's half-ton Sput­ 
nik ll, launched Nov. 3, is now or 
•oon will be the only m an-m ade 
satellite aloft. 
Soviet P rem ier Bulganin said in 
Moscow Friday night that Sputnik 
I, launched Oct. 4. will hum out 
by Sunday or Monday.

One of the questions subm itted 
to Hagen, the head of the Navy- 
supervised earth satellite project, 
w as put this way: 
“ The U.S.S.R. w as expected to 
launch a satellite about every' four 
o r five weeks. It has been about 
two months since their last satel­ 
lite was fired into orbit. Do you 
believe that the Russians are ex­ 
periencing 
difficulties 
launching 
th eir satellites?" 
“ Probably so." Hagen replied, 
adding that “we have no real 
knowledge of wnat happened in 
the very early stages of their 
satellite program. 
“ But one unofficial 
source re ­ 
port! that a m em ber of the R us­ 
sian delegation

m arked that they had a 
g r e a t 
m any

The patrolm an w as hit with a 
■hot^un blast as 
he 
walked to­ 
w ard W alker’s parked car. A po­ 
lice dragnet was out for W alker 
when the fatal shooting occurred. 
W alker, a penitentiary parolee 
from Cleveland, had kidnaped his 
girl friend, Mrs. Rose Sustarsic, 
SS year-old divorcee, after she left 
a tavern. 
When convicted Oct. 18, 1956 of 
Brat degree m urder by a three- 
judge court, W alker 
com m ented 
•adly: 
“ I wish there w ere some way 
I could turn the clock back. I nev­ 
e r consciously intended to kill any­ 
one " 
F riday night, he 
becam e 
the 
penitentiary electric chair’s 302nd 
victim . W alker was executed quiet­ 
ly and without incident. 
Ju st before they tied the hood 
ev er his head, he broke his stoic 
expression by turning and wink­ 
ing at W arden Ralph W. Alvia, one 
of 16 persons who w itnessed the ex­ 
ecution.

The girl was shot in the head with 
a 20-gauge shotgun.

Truax and the friend, Foye Allen 
Goodrich, 42, apparently took their 
own lives later Their bodies, with 
shotgun 
wounds 
in

chests, 
were found in the kitchen 
Two 
shotguns, 20 and 12-gauge, w ere ly­ 
ing nearby. 
Mrs. Truax served as secretary 
to the Rev. Herschel Roper, pastel 
of Mount G ilead’s F irst Baptist 
Church. He found the bodies when 
he cam e to take her to Mount Gil­ 
ead for some church work. Good­ 
rich was a form er Sunday School 
superintendent and clerk 
of 
the 
church. 
The coroner found three notes at 
the scene but declined to disclose 
what they said. Sheriff Giffin said 
Mrs. T ruax’ husband, Lowell, 35, 
was working in Mount Gilead when 
the shootings took place.

Can City Make It IO Years 
Without a Fatal Accident? 


Possibly the biggest gain iii tra f­ 
fic protection here during 1957 was 
m ade while standing still, Police 
Chief D. Vaiden Long observed, in 
releasing the city’s year-end m otor 
vehicle accident statistics. 
The “gain" referred to is that 
1957 goes into the records as the 
ninth consecutive year the city 
has gone without a fatal traffic 
accident. 
Actually, that goal was chalked 
up Oct 17, when the city reached 
the ninth anniversary of its last 
fatal accident. And thus, with the 
issuance of the year-end sum m ary, 


the city is already into what may 
be a 10th fat a I-free year.

OTHER STATISTICS issued by 
the chief show 
some 
gains and 
j some losses for the city over the 
j year. Some 
categories 
were up; 
others down. Only that of fatal ac­ 
cidents stayed the sam e as it was 
a year ago. 
A total of 
381 auto 
accidents 
were reported to city police d ur­ 
ing 1957, and 
that 
was a 
crop 
from the 1956 total of 393 But 55 
injuries w ere reported in the 1957 
—one more than in 1956. 
While total accidents w r e on 


their way down, train and bicy­ 
cle w reekfs were going up. The 
total of accidents involving trains 
jum ped from three during 1956 
up to ’ 
during 1957, while col- 
lissionx involving bicycles doubl­ 
ed—from four to eight. 
Pedestrian accidents fell fr o rn 
seven luring 1956 to six in 1957. 
Biggest unit drop was recorded in 
the category involving motor ve­ 
hicles along, where the figures fell 
from 365 in 1956 to 345 in 1957. 
There were 14 accidents involv­ 
ing fixed objects in 1956, and only 
12 rn 1957, the figures show.

After Making Trek to Pole 


New Soviet Camera 
To Check Satellites 
MOSCOW Of* — Soviet astrono­ 
m ers were reported today to have 
perfected a new cam era for tra c k ­ 
ing earth satellites and checking 
on their exact speed and location. 
The Soviet news 
agency 
Tass 
said th new telescope, developed 
at the Odessa Astronomical Lab­ 
oratory and in use there and at 
three other locations 
has a high- 
powered wide-angle lens and shut­ 
ter which catches a Sputnik's ex­ 
act position on film. 


U.S. SOUTH POLE STATION of 
Sir Edmund Hillary and his hand 
of New Zealanders feasted on Navy 
beans and hot dogs today after 
completing their trek to the South 
Pole over 1,200 miles of snow and 
ice.

The department said results of 
limited toxicity tests with the new 
compounds and preliminary trials 
to determine their effectiveness as 
insecticides have justified applica­ 
tion for a public service patent on 
these materials. 
It said, however, efficient meth­ 
ods of manufacture must still be 
worked out before the new mater­ 
ial can become available to the 
public at a reasonable cost. 
The new insecticides are deriva­ 
tives 
of 
chrysanthemuniic 
acid 
found in flowers of the chrysanthe­ 
mum family, 
Another research report says the 
freshness of h i g h l y perishable 
fruits and vegetables can be main­ 
tained better if the fans in refrig­ 
erated or heated railroad cars are 
used while the cars are standing in 
rail yards. 
Failure to keep fans operating 
In refrigerator cars after reaching 
terminal markets now is a weak 
link in shipment of fruits and veg­ 
etables, the report said.

Hamilton July I, 2 and 3, 1857, 12 
“ combined machines” , four mow­ 
ers, exclusively and three reap­ 
ers, exclusively were demonstrat­ 
ed. 
The annual report of the Ohio 
Department of Agriculture for the 
year 1857 gives a full account of 
the tests made, which drew large 
crowds. The report carried several 
illustrations, including the t h r e e 
presented here.

ONE of the Ohio - produced ma­ 
chines was “ Hussey's Improv e d”

Where the grass was heavy, 
it was cut with comparative ease, 
but where it was very light the

'Red Nose'Spreading 


Among Cattle Now 


An 
animal 
disease 
known 
as 
“ red nose” has become increasing­ 
ly evident in some cattle feeding 
areas in recent years, the Amer 
ican Foundation for Animal Health 
said. 
The disease, 
infectious 
rhino- 
trachelitis, is primarily a respira­ 
tory infection. It formerly was 
regarded as a seasonal condition 
occurring mainly in the late sum­ 
mer and early fall. 


However, the Foundation said it 
now appears 
the 
disease is not 
seasonal in nature, although it is 
more severe when feeding yards 
are dry and dusty. In the past 
three years the condition has been 
especially prevalent from 
August 
through January. 


The cause of rhinotrachitis Is a 
filter-passing virus, with frequent 
secondary infection of the respira 
tory system. 
Veterinary 
medical 
authorities said this face accounts 
for the light-colored, somet i rn e s 
blood tinged, naval discharge. Oth­ 
er symptoms Include cl r o o I i ng. 
coughing and a red nose. 
Recently a vaccine for the con­ 
dition has been approved for field 
trial by veterinarians. The Foun­ 
dation emphasized that treatment 
of the disease is most effective 
when started 
early, 
and 
that a 
veterinarian 
should 
check cattle 
promptly, as soon as any of these 
symptoms are noted

In a report made available to­ 
day, the department said a farm­ 
er needs to make a considerable 
investment to attain an earning 
level comparable to that of skilled 
and semi-skilled workers in non­ 
farm jobs. 
The department said that for a 
farmer to earn $2,500 annually, the

investment 
for 
la n d, 
equipment and such, excluding the 
farm 
house, 
ranges 
from 
more 
than $14,000 for a Oklahoma cot­ 
ton farmer to more than $89,000 
for a Montana wheat farm, 
To attain a $3,500 level, the in­ 
vestments needed range from $17,- 
000 to nearly $122,000. 
These extremes are attributed 
mainly to the fact that the same 
earnings 
can 
be 
achieved 
with 
widely differing proportions of la­ 
bor and investment. 
Thus, while the smaller of the 
Oklahoma 
cotton 
farms 
needed 
less than one-sixth as much in­

Needs More Thought Before Being Pushed 


Nows reports from various sources in­ 
dicate that there is considerable opposi­ 
tion developing against a proposed feder­ 
al law, now about to be pushed by certain 
interests, which would have the federal 
governm ent, through the Social Security 
system , pay for hospital and other m e d i­ 
cal costs incurred by people eligible for 
social security benefits. 
Here is a question, that for the best in­ 
terests of the public as a whole, should be 
view ed and studied thoroughly and with 
freedom from selfishness, before such a 
plan is entered upon across this nation. 
O rganizations which already have gone 
on record against this com prise a long and 
d iverse list. Included for exam ple am ong 
the opponents are The A m erican F arm 
B u reau. Federation and the A m erican 
M edical Association, both of which base 
their opposition solidly on principle to the 
effect that such proposed legislation a* 
m ounts to com pulsory insurance for those 
affected; that it Inevitably would be e x ­ 
tended to m ore and m ore groups, and that 


it could w ell'becom e an entering w edge to 
socialized m edicine which is one of the 
chief hopes of the ad vocates of Socialism 
rn the United States 
The A m erican M edical Association now 
has a com m ittee at work on an extensive 
research study of the m edical needs and 
status of elderly people. This co m m itte e ’s 
chairm an, Dr. G eorge M. Fister says; 
“The A. M. A. has supported and prom ot­ 
ed voluntary health insurance and other 
voluntary m ea su res designed to prom ote 
individual and fam ily econom ic security 
and responsibility. P rogress in this direc­ 
tion has been phenom enal. L et’s not take 
hasty action; there is no im m ediate prob­ 
lem . This picture is too com plex. What we 
m ust do is study the problem carefully. 
G overnm ent intervention would be fa ta l.” 
H ere is a m atter w here w isdom 
and 
reason dem and that we follow the old ad­ 
age and m ake haste slowly. The potential­ 
ities of the proposed bill, and the scope of 
the precedents it could establish, are sta g ­ 
gering and dism aying.

F or instance, during the T ru­ 
m an adm inistration, w hereas the 
Russians w ere contained in E ur­ 
ope, they broke out into Asia. 
w here they took half of Korea, 
half of Vietnam , neutralized B ur­ 
m a, lim ited the freedom of a c t­ 
ion of India. 
Today, the 
Com m unists a r e 
conducting a full-fledged revolu­ 
tion in Indonesia which can do 
m ore than the Bandung Confer­ 
ence to weaken Am erican influ­ 
ence in Asia and Africa. 
In fact, the Cairo Conference 
of Asia and African n a t i o ns, 
hardly is noticed in our news­ 
papers; yet upon such a confer­ 
ence m ay depend w ar or peace, 
survival 
for m any 
nations, in­ 
cluding the United States. 
The United States is entirely to 
blam e for the debacle of order 
in Indonesia. It was Am erican 
policy to insist upon Indonesian 
self-governm ent, which m e a n t 
driving out our allies, the Dutch. 
The Indonesians were neither 
politically nor e c o n o in ically 
ready 
for self-governm ent. 
As 
long as the Dutch were willing 
to rem ain to conduct the busi­ 
ness for the Javanese and other 
Indonesians, the e c o n o m y of 
these rich islands was m aintain­ 
ed.

H ypertension, or high blood 
pressure, is not a disease in itself, 
but it Is a sym ptom of some spe­ 
cific disorder. 
A part from your norm al range, 
you have two levels of blood pres­ 
sure, th e systolic and diastolic. 
A rterial System 
Systolic is th e pressure w ithin 
an artery a t th e very m om ent 
your h eart contracts to force th s 
blood into your body’s arterial 
system. 
Diastolic is th e pressure w ithin 
your arteries a t the lowest level. 
or between the heartbeats a t the 
m om ent when no blood is being 
pum ped into your arteries. 
This diastolic pressure, you see, 
represents th e actual resistance 
to th e blood flow within the 
arteries. This is a factor which 
your h eart m ust overcome to keep 
your blood moving.

terioles. W hen these arterioles are 
narrowed or constricted, it n a tu ­ 
rally im pedes the flow of blood 
from th e artery. 
Despite this, the h eart con­ 
tinues to pum p blood into th e a r­ 
teries a t a norm al or near-norm al 
rate.

Special Care 
Costs Ruled 
As Deductible 


WASHINGTON up — A ruling 
that special training and care for 
the m entally and physically han­ 
dicapped are deductible as a tiled 
ical expense on income tax re­ 
turns today was formalized by the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
An IRS bulletin said the deduct­ 
ible costs may include board and 
lodging 
in 
an 
institution 
other 
than a hospital if the person is 
there because medical care or spe­ 
cial schooling is available. 
“ For exam ple, medical care in­ 
cludes the entire cost of institu­ 
tional care for a person who is 
m entally ill and unsafe when left 
alone,” the bulletin said. 
This has been the governm ent’s 
position 
since 
Septem ber 
2956 
when Hep. Gary (D-Va) obtained 
and announced the ruling. But un­ 
til now it had not been incorporat­ 
ed officially in the 
tax 
regula­ 
tions. 
The regulation perm its deduc­ 
tion for 
costs of instruction 
in 
braille and in lip-reading for the 
blind or deaf. 
IRS 
em phasized 
that 
if 
the 
availability of medical care is not 
a principal reason for a person’s 
presence in an institution, the tax 
deduction covers only the portion 
xhich is attributable to medical 
care. 
For exam ple, if a person was in 
a home for the ag rn for personal 
or family 
reasons 
and 
not 
be­ 
cause he needed medical or nurs­ 
ing attention, m eals and lodging 
would not be deductible for tax 
purposes. 


TVA Details 
Its Outside 
Purchasing

WASHINGTON uP -T he Tennes­ 
see Valley Authority (TVA) said 
in its annual report that its opera­ 
tions have boosted the economy 
in several states outside its serv­ 
ice area, particularly those where 
electric appliances are m anufac­ 
tured and coal is mined. 
The report said use of electrical 
appliances has soared to alm ost 
the 
saturation 
point 
throughout 
TVA’s service area. Sales of ap­ 
pliances, the agency said. have 
totalled 
“ more than two billion 
dollars” in the area since World 
War IL 
Turning to coal, the report said 
TVA. in the fiscal year ended last 
June 30, brought in coal from sev­ 
en states to power furnaces at its 
steam generating plants. 
It said those purchases im prov­ 
ed em ploym ent conditions in many 
soft coal fields, a num ber of which 
had been hard hit by declining 
dem ands for bituminous as an in­ 
dustrial fuel. 
Reporting the purchase of 20.- 
375,000 tons of coal in the fiscal 
year, TVA said the breakdown of 
its sources included: 
Indiana, 21.000 tons; E ast Ken­ 
tucky. 
863.000;

Eligible for Security Aid 


CHILLICOTHE — There art* a- 
dult individuals who, because of a 
physical or m ental disability which 
occurred at birth or before they 
becam e 18 years of age, have nev­ 
er had 
the 
opportunity to 
gain 
coverage under the social security 
progran through em ploym ent or 
self - employment. 
Because these individuals may 
continue to be dependent on their 
parents, 
Congress, 
in the 1956 
amendments to the Social Secur­

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(B— Lobola. the 
Africa’s 
ageold 
institution of wife purchasing has 
undergone a radical change in ur­ 
ban areas where it has come in 
contact with the white man’s way 
of life. 


The contact by no means has 
put an end to the tradition of lo­ 
bola 
(pronounced 
lawbawla), 
it 
has merely commercialized it. 
In rural areas and African res­ 
ervations, it is still practiced in 
the original form. The prospective 
groom pays his future father in­ 
law a certain number of cattle 
before he claims his bride. Usual­ 
ly the price depends on the status 
of the girl's family and her fath­ 
e r’s wealth. 
In South African nonwhite town­ 
ships built around large industrial 
centers, the daughters are sold for 
hard cash. 
The value of a bride is still die 
fated by her family's position, but 
education pushes the price up. 
African men have paid up to 
200 pounds sterling ($560) for a 
bride with a good education 
Commented one bachelor: “ If I 
wanted to m arry a girl with a

degree,

would fleece me.”
